Except for the local politicians who regular­ 
ly visit their constituents in the Upper Penin­ 
sula, the in-migration might be regarded as part 
of the concrete syndrome which specifies that 
when the concrete in the cities warms up during 
the summer that’s the time to find more pleas­ 
ant surroundings. 
And there isn’t much question that in the 
summer months the Upper Peninsula with its 
more temperate climate a n d wealth of lakes 
and streams offers greatly more pleasant sur­ 
roundings than Detroit or Lansing. The Legis­ 
lature has long recognized this fact, taking the 
opportunity to schedule hearings in Escanaba, 
Marquette, Sault Ste. Marie and elsewhere on al­ 
most any subject. State boards and commissions 
also hold meetings in the Upper Peninsula dur­ 
ing spring and summer a great deal more fre­ 
quently than in winter. 
This year, an election year, there may be 
fewer hearings called for the U.P. for the simple 
reason that representatives and senators will 
spend more of their time beating the bushes for 
votes in their own districts. But there are sure 
to be some sessions.

Not that the concrete

The Family Lawyer 


Fist In The Face 
“Your right to shake your fist ends where 
the other fellow’s nose begins.” 
The maxim is often quoted by lawyers to 
illustrate that there are limits to each person’s 
freedom. And the maxim is time enough, as far 
as it goes. 
But it leaves out the fact that simply shak­ 
ing your fist may also l>e unlawful, even before 
it reaches the other fellow’s nose. If your fist 
is sufficiently menacing, you would be com­ 
mitting an “assault,” for which the victim is en­ 
titled to damages. 
The w o r d “assault” is frequently joined 
with “battery” in the phrase “assault and bat­ 
tery.” They are, however, two different things. 
An assault is the mere threat of bodily harm — 
a mental injury. A battery is the harm itself — 
a physical injury. 
True, the threat doesn’t amount to an as­ 
sault unless it comes close to being canned out 
— that is, close to becoming a battery. Other­ 
wise, the law treats the threat as emoty bluster, 
not hurtful enough to be considered unlawful. 
Take this case: 
An irate telephone caller, losing patience 
with the opertor, cried: 
“Tf T were there, T would break your neck.” 
Assault? A court said no, because — with 
plenty of distance between the two parties and 
with an “if” in the threat — it was not men­ 
acing enough to support a claim. 
Even when the parties are face-to-face, the 
law won’t protect the Nervous Nellie who sees 
danger where most people would see none. Tn 
another case, during an argument, a man shook 
his finger at a woman seated eight feet away. 
She sued him for assault, but the court turned 
her down. The judge said it was foolish of her 
tp be frightened by such an innocuous gesture. 
What if there is no danger in fact, but the 
person had good reason to believe there is? Suo- 
pose, for instance, that A points his gun at B. 
A knows the gun is empty, but B thinks it is 
loaded. In such circumstances, most courts have 
held that A has indeed assaulted B. just as if 
tile gun were really lor'1 \ 
“ (B’s) suffering.” a judge observed, “is the 
same in the one case as in the other.”

Regimented Work Life 
Being Rejected In U.S.

Signs of the times. 
As more and more people 
find themselves buttoned into 
a security system, with pension 
plans taking care of their old 
age 
and 
union 
membership 
guaranteeing their purchasing 
power with cost-of living esca­ 
lator clauses, there is a counter 
movem ent. Hundreds of Am eri­ 
cans are opting 
for a more 
vagrant form of life, preferring 
tem porary 
em ploym ent 
that 
won’t lock them into any sys­ 
tem, w hether it is one sponsor­ 
ed by the big corporation or the 
big union.

Only recently the Board of 
Education of New York City 
was faced with the problem of 
hiring a couple of thousand 
people to count and certify the 
votes in the various school dis­ 
tricts for candidates for the 
Community School Board.

Not Allowed 


LANSIN G (A P' — The Michi­ 
gan House has barred one of its 
members from recording floor 
debate for later broadcast on 
his own radio program. 
After more than I 12 hours of 
debate Monday night along par­ 
tly lines, the House voted 46-41 
to order Rep. Gcrrit Hasper, 
D-Muskegon, not to make re­ 
cordings until a House commit­ 
tee recommends 
whether 
the 
practice should be allowed or 
banned. 
Rep. Robert Mahoney. D-De- 
trcit said he would challenge 
the order bv running a tape re­ 
corder in hiss own office. 
Hasper, who says he has been 
conducting a regular program in 
the Muskegon area for six years, 
drew complaints from Republi­ 
cans objecting to use of their 
voices 
and 
speeches 
without 
hearing the material in advance. 
Minority 
Leader 
Robert 
E. 
Waldron termed 
Hasper’s re­ 
cording 
a 
“ derogation,” 
and 
made the motion to halt it. The 
practice is not covered under 
the Constitution, State Law or 
special House rule. 


“ I think we ought to tell him 
to cease and desist from this 
practice 
until 
House 
Police 
(Committee! makes recommen­ 
dations,” Waldron said, adding, 
“ This is not charging him with 
anything, it’s just in the nature 
of a temporary injunction.” 
Waldron 
admitted 
Hasper’s 
broadcasts 
“ attacked 
certain 
members of my party, but that 
is irrelevant.” He denied Demo­ 
crats’ charges that he was seek­ 
ing to ‘‘gag” Hasper. 


Both Waldron and Rep. Ed­ 
gar Geerlings, R-Muskegon. who 
complained of being recorded on 
Hasper’s program over WKBZ- 
Muskegon, contended it was im­ 
proper to grant legislators 
a 
practice denied the public and 
a cCl ed i ted ne w sm en. 
Geerlings called it “ managed 
reporting” and “ a most danger­ 
ous thing.” He added: “ I was 
attacked on that program.” 
Use of tape recorders on the 
floor during House sessions is 
denied reporters under accredi­ 
tation rules signed by Waldron 
in 1967 when he was speaker. 
Speaker William A. Ryan, a 
Democrat, said he believed Wal­ 
dron’s motion ‘‘deserves consid­ 
eration,” but defended Hasper’s 
broadcasts as desirable and use­ 
ful.
